SNOWFALL IS HEAVY AND A

-Washington, Feb. 17.—The severe 


storm which started on the Florida 
coast Friday night and raged along 
the coast in a northward direction is 
now central oft the coast of New Jer- 
sey, according to the weather bureau 
reports, based on telegraphic advices 
sent at 8 o'clock this morning* The 
storm at that hour was central at At- 
lantic City, where the wind was 
blowing with a velocity of thirty- 
four miles an hour* At New York 
city .the official reports show a) veloc- 
ity "of thirty-eight miles an hour, 
which is expected to increase to sixty 
miles during the day. 
The storm 


area this morning extends 
from 


southern New York to close to this 
section of the country* The storm is 
increasing in fuiy as it moves north 
through New York state and the 
New England states and in its wake 
during 
the next twenty-four or 


thirty-six hours, according to the 
bureau predictions, wiH be heavy 
snow falls, already setting in in the 
southern part of New York.

ial storm warnings have been wired 
by the western bureau to its stations 
in New York and New England and 
to railroad companies through, those 
states. The storm is expected to pass 
off beyond the Sti Lawrence valley, 
though it will be felt along thej 
northern New England coast,

Boston the wind had attained a ve- 
locity of forty-four miles an hour 
this morning. The snow passed over i 
this city last. nigfot, but (the snow-' 
fall was light. 
There is no snow 


falling south of New Jersey today.

TRAINS ALL BELAYED, 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 17*—The 


most severe snow $torm of the win- 
ter, nearly approaching the propor- 
tions of a blissfcard, began in Con- 
necticut early this morning, ' The 
weather bureau reports it to be the 
edg* of a disturbance whicH was cen- 
tral out at sea. At 8 o'clock the 
wind was from the north, blowing 
35 miles an hour. JUilroad trains 
were delayed by the drifting snow, 
and street cars were stalled in many 
instances.

New York, Feb. 17.—A snowfall, 


wfaicflh began in the early Lours of 
the morning, developed into a fctorm 
and at 8 o'clock six and one-half 
inches (had fallen, The snow was ac- 
t»mj*anied by a strong northeast 
wind, but there was only a slight 
drop in the temperature.

As the storm 
began early the elevated and surface 
roads were able to keep their tracks 
clear by running sweepers over them 
and there was only slight delay in 
traffic in the city.

antine observing stations reported a 
northerly gale blowing. Two steam- 
ers which had arrived dxuing tha 
alight were anchored off the Quaran- 
tine station, being the Pinner's Point, 
from Dundee, and Olinda, from Cuban 
ports. 
'No other shipping was , in 


sight- Coasting craft probably found 
shelter in good time or are keeping 
well oft shore to escape damage from 
the storm. As the wind is off shore 
wrecks will not be so liable to occur 
on the Long Island and New Jersey 
coasts as during the last gale. Many

Once an Undertaker Here and One of 


the First Men in Indiana to 


Practice Embalming. 


"Steve" Hall, who years ago was 


prominent in the undertaking: busi- 
ness in Fort Wayne, died Saturday 
morning from pneumonia at Butte, 
"Mont,, and the announcement will be 
received with sincere regret by hun- 
dreds of Fort Wayne friends who 
have only the kindliest recollections 
of the man. 


Mr. Hall was about 50 years of age 


and in recent years lias been a trav- 
eling salesman for the National Cas- 
ket company, in which capacity he 
often visited this city. 
His home 


was at Laporte, where he was mar- 
ried n little more than a year ago to 
a widow of the same name as his 
own—Hall. 
The remains are now 


upon their way eastward and will 
reach Laporte tomorrow. 
A num- 


ber of Fort Wayne friends will at- 
tend the funeral services, which, are 
to be hold at a time to be announced 
later. 


Mr. Hall is said to have been the 


first undertaker in Indiana to prac-> 
tice the art of embalming. 
He came 


with his father, itlie late Henry E. 
Hall, from Defiance, Ohio, in 1876.

BOER ENVOYS ARE COMING 


TO MAKE USE OF SPANISH WAR 


INCIDENT. 


DR. LEYDS SAYS OTHERWISE 


BRITISH LOSE HEAVILY IN A 


BOER TRAP. 


Paris, 
Feb. 17.—Dr. Leyds, the 


European agent of the Boers, who is 
now in this city, -was questioned by 
the Associated iPress correspondent 
today regarding the object of the 
mission to the United States of the 
Boer delegates, Messrs. Wessels and 
Wohnarans. 
He replied that they 


were merely going- to America in re- 
sponse to invitations from American 
pro-Boers., with the view of reaching 
an arrangement for the distribution 
of funds and other assistance con- \ 
tributed by the people of tlie United; 
States towards the 'Boer cause. 


In other quarters, however, 
the 


impression obtains that the journey 
is prompted by the developments of 
the Anglo-German controversy as to* 
the attitude of the -powers previous 
to the Spanish-American war, which, 
the members of the 3oer delegation 
believe, has produced a change of 
sentiment in the "United States to- 
wards Great Britain on account of 
the pro-Spanish action attributed to 
Lord Pauncefote, the British ambas- 
sador at Washington, in April, 1898. 
The Boers hope to utilize this sup- 
posed revulsion of feeling in an en- 
deavor to get the United States gov- 
ernment to modify its attitude to- 
wards mediation.

Pretoria, 
Feb. 17.—One hundred 


and 
fifty 
mounted 
infantrymen, 


while patrolling

Klip river, 


south of Johannesburg, February 12, 
surrounded a farm hoiise where they 
suspected Boers were- in hiding, A 
single 'Boer broke 
away from the 


house arid the British started in pur- 
suit of him. 
The boer climbed 
a 


kopje, the British following. 


Immediately a heavy fire was 


opened upon them from three sides. 
The British found themselves in a 
trap and in a position where they 
were unable to make any defense, 
Eight of the British officers made a 
gallant effort and defended the ridge 
with carbines and revolvers until 
they were overpowered. The British 
had two officers and ten men killed 
and several officers and forty men 
wounded before the forxte was able 
to fall back under cover of a block- 
house.
